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ABSTRACT 


To gather data on student characteristics and 



attitudes, Missouri's Crowder College undertook surveys of current 
students in June and July of 1995. Data were compiled from results 
from an assessment test administered to 110 students in June 1995 and 
surveys conducted of 190 students at June and July orientations. 

Study findings included the following: (1) among subgroups of 
respondents, fully 56% of the males surveyed at orientation disagreed 
or strongly disagreed with the statement that leisure reading was a 
favorite past time; (2) most of the students agreed that assigned 
readings allowed them to acquire exciting new knowledge; (3) 
approximately 25% of the students indicated that financial 
responsibilities and family problems had distracted them from their 
studies and educational goals; (4) the majority of students thought 
that tutorial, study, or test-taking training would make a 
significant contribution to their academic achievement; (5) 70% to 
98% were resolved to complete their education despite obstacles; and 
(6) regarding elements in their academic past that they would do 
diff.erenU.y .if they could, to 66?' that they would miss 

fewer classes, up to 81% would study more, and- up to 77% would take 
examinations more seriously. The survey instrument with tabulated 
results is appended.

The results of this suruey are both predictable and eye- 
opening. In general, uie haue knouiledge of trends of college 
students. Specifics about Crouider students and their peers 
uiho attend elsewhere are just beginning to be compiled. 

The information uie eutrapolate from our data base should 
prouide insights on houi to streamline seruices that are 
conduciue to enhancing the college learning euperience, 
make instruction more efficacious, (for both student and 
instructor), and afford administration the rational and 
justification for budget, program, and enrollment 
management reuision strategies when deemed appropriate. 
In addition, much of the information eutracted will allow us 
a better understanding of the student, their needs, 
preparedness, capabilities, pressures, restrictions, 
aspirations and hesitations. 

Rnd last, but not least, hopefully these results will create a 
greater sensitiuity in us as educators. For euample: question 
#15, I cannot but be moued for those persons who strongly 
disagree that their parents haue prouided incentiue or 
encouragement concerning school. 

The data collected was compiled from two sources. The first 
was the June RCT which was administered at Crowder. The 
second was the June and July orientation candidates. 
Together, approKimately 300 students were surueyed. The 
breakdown of students surueyed are as follows: 

RCT TEST, no STUDENTS 

STUDENTS RT ORIENTRTION U)/ RCT SCORES, 51 FEMRLE, 50 MRLE 
STUDENTS RT ORIENTRTION W/ RSSET, 46 FEMRLE, 43 MRLE 

Rctually, the sample size is quite good and balanced. 
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The key to read the results needs some enplanation. HCT HLL 
refers to the results of students mho took the June RCT 
collectiuely. The results include male <and female 
respondents. FM. refers to female. M. refers to male. RST. 
indicates a student uiith an asset score or w/o the ACT. RCT, 
of course, indicates students mho had taken the RCT. OR. is 
indicatiue that the students mere surueyed at orientation. 

Some of the more salient questions in the suruey make up 
mhat is termed the, “drop-out proneness scale”. These 
questions are Indicatiue of the millinyness and tenacity mith 
mhich the student mill endure and follom throuyh to 
yraduation or transfer. Questions such as: 2, 4, 5, 10, 11, 14, 
15, 16, 19, 22, 23, 25, 40, 41, 42, along mith others, to a 
lesser degree, can be used to factor the scale. 

In many instances, there are uery significant differences 
among the flue sub groups surueyed. These results can be 
used to help aduise and enlighten the student concerning 
uariables that they self-reported. These uariables mill 
influence, to a large eutent, their successfulness! 
Euentually, mhen natural language is up and running, 
aduisors mill be able to pull up students’ self-report results 
“on screen” from the data base. In turn, aduisors can then 
counsel students on their responses. 

R brief synopsis of the highlights concerning the statements 
or series of statements and their responses mill be 
presented. In no instance are my obseruations intended to 
be judgmental. I formard these results mith the sincere 
intention that they are a tool for student success and 
progress. 

Question #1) Almost mithout fail, appro». 70- 90 of students 
taking the reading portion of the ASSET TEST score needing 
“Reading Enhancement”. Question 1 indicates perhaps mhy. 
Up to 567« of the students indicate they disagree mith the 
statement, and at best, only 487« agree mith the statement. 
lUhen one considers the multitude of nemspapers, magazines 
and books auailable to the public, surely there should be 



some reading material of interest to all. 



Question # 2) This question is somemhat indicatiue of horn 
many reading assignments are giuen their due consideration. 

Questions 3) & 6) These statements reueal those factors that 
compete for the students energy and time. Rpprou. a quarter 
of the students indicate that right from the start there are 
inherent distractions competing for efforts that otherwise 
could haue been channeled to school. 

Questions 4), 14), 18, & 20) 45 to 907o of the students 

indicate a sincere desire that they mould benefit greatly by 

some tutorial, study, or test taking training. 

Questions 5) & 10) These tmo questions are piuotal in 

understanding the intent of the students. Rre they here to 
stay? 70- 987o are resolued that college is mhere they belong 
and that they mill pursue to completion, VERH! 

Unfortunately, some planning goes amry or obstacles arise 
mhich frustrate the students’ original intent. Hopefully, me 
are collecting important information mhich can be used to 
enhance retention. 

15), 16), 19), 23), O' 25) These questions are reuealing the 
students’ optimism past and present, in addition, to their 

past euperience mith school. 
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Some of the most startling responses are phenomenal in 
connection luith the students’ academic past. Questions 26- 
37 are uery reuealing concerning “if they could do it »uer 
again”. Perhaps me are not asking enough of our students 
not only in the public schools, but In the post-secondary 
arenas. The results are truly astounding!
